America with J. Krishnamurti. the young Hindu 
Whom she hat proclaimed to be the new "World 
Teacher." whom the Ch ri stian world regards as 
Jesus of Nazareth. Krishnamurti, who is in his early 
twenties, is a Brahmin whom Mrs. Besant adopted 
end educated, his most recent intellectual training 
having been at Oxford. He has an unusually strik¬ 
ing personality and appears to have the idea that 
he has a great mission lo perform in the world. 

But he is a long way from being purely spiritual. 
He plays golf and tennis. He likes jazz music, does 
the Charleston and, according to French newspapers, 
was a fairly regular patron of the cabarets in the* 
south of France, where ha spent his vacation, last 
Winter. And he dresses in the latest fashions. In 
these respects he is just a normal young man and, 
when interviewed recently, said so. 

Mrs. Besant says these bodily manifestations are 
merely a passing phase in Krishnamurti’s development. 
In time, ahe claims, the physical in him will give 
way to the spiritual. AH theosophists do not accept 
her estimate of Krishnamurti or his mission. Some 
of them in fact have denounced both of them. But 
there can be no doubt thxt there wilt be a great 
flutter in certain circle, when the young Brahmin 
with his aged leader reaches this continent, and he 
will have followers enough. But he ia not the only

FUMIGATION PUNT 
DAMAGED BY FUMES 

Fire Broke Out at William 
Head Quarantine Station 
During Fumigation 


While fumigating the steamer { 
Golden Gate In the early hours of 
Tueo 4 lay . morning the fumigation 
plant at the Dominion Government 
quarantine station located at William 
Head caught fire, through some un¬ 
known reason, end only for the fine 
wosk of Captain Davies and hla crew 
of the Golden date, considerable 
damage might have resulted through 
the blase. % 

The conflagration started between 
S.SO o'clock and S o'clock agid It waa 
€.4$ o'clock before the crew of the 
veaael had the fire under control. It 
appears that the fire broke out In 
the engine room of the fumigation 
plant located on a small wharf where 
the ships tie up In order to undergo 
fumigation. As soon as the fire was 
discovered Capt. Davies called out his 
crew and two hoses were Immediately 
played on the fire with the Golden 
Oate's big pumps working at full 
speed. 

Fart of tha wharf waa burned to 
the wajter'e edge, while considerable 
damage pr** done to the fumigation 
plant. The side of the Golden Gate 
facing the wharf was badly scorched 
while the paint on a couple of the 
large ventilators and on one aide of 
the funnel waa all blistered. Nine 
portlighta. were cracked while the 
paint on one of the lifeboats was 
badly scorched. Fart of the tar be¬ 
tween the decks also noted out 
through the Intense heat, but no ma¬ 
terial damage waa done to the ship.
